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REMARKS 

The present Response is intended to be folly responsive to all points of objection 
and/or rejection raised by the Examiner and is believed to place the application in condition 
for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the application is respectfully 
requested. 

Applicants assert that the present invention is new, non-obvious and useful. Prompt 
consideration and allowance of the claims is respectfully requested. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1, 3, 6, 9, 10, 13, 15, 19, 20, 22 and 24 are pending. Claims 1, 3, 9 and 19 
have been amended. Applicants note that the amendments in the August 10, 2009 Response 
have been entered. No new matter has been added. In the June 8, 2009 Office Action, claims 
1-3, 6, 7, 9, 10, 13, 15, 19, 20, 22 and 24 were rejected. 

Claims 2 and 7 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. In making this 
cancellation without prejudice, Applicants reserve all rights in these claims to file divisional 
and/or continuation patent applications. 

Telephone Interview/AUowability of Currently Amended Claims 

On October 13, 2009, the undersigned, the Examiner, and Moshe Vegh, a 
representative of the assignee, discussed the claims in a telephone interview. Applicants' 
representatives argued that the claims as amended in the August 10, 2009 Response were 
allowable over the prior art of record. Applicants' representatives and the Examiner agreed 
that if claim 1 was amended to include the limitations of claim 2, and similar amendments 
were made to the other independent claims, the claims would be allowable. 

On October 14, 2009 the undersigned sent by facsimile a proposed amendment to the 
Examiner, which is reflected in the claim amendments in this paper. 

On October 13, 2009, the Examiner, in a telephone conversation with the 
undersigned, agreed that the October 14, 2009 amendment proposal would, if entered, make 
the claims allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Claims 9 and 19 have been amended to include limitations similar to the limitations 
newly-added to claim 1. 

Therefore Applicants assert that the claims are now in condition for allowance.
